Britain

KUWAIT, Persian Gulf 
(UPI) — Britain landed a 
BOO-nian force of tough roy­ 
al marine commandoes in 
Kuwait early today in re­ 
sponse to an urgent call 
for help from the tiny oil- 
rich sheikhdom threatened 
by invasion from Iraq. 


Kuwait also asked for help from 
neighboring Saudi Arabia, which 
massed 
troops 
below Kuwait’s 
southern border and prepared to 
go to its aid if an attack cam** 
from Iraq. 
Other British forces were en 
route aboard a flotilla of warships 
steaming for Kuwait at forced 
draft in what appeared to be the 
Mideast’s gravest crisis in three 
years. 
Iraqi Premier A b d u l Karim 
Kassem created the situation last 
Sunday when he declared that 
Kuwait historically was a part of 
his country and that he intended 
to bring it back under Baghdad’s 
control. Iraqi troops were report­ 
ed massing along the Kuwait bor 
der, although Kassem was quoted 
as saying he intended to bring 
about

“peaceful 
means.”

b r o a d c a s t quoted 
t h e 
Baghdad radio today denied that 
troops were massing on th© Iraq- 
Kuwait frontier. It accused “im­ 
perialists” of “fishing in troubled 
waters” by distributing such re­ 
ports.
